U.S. Rep. Harold ’’Hal” 
Rogers (KY-05) cospon¬ 
sored and voted for the 
"Save American Workers 
Act" (H.R. 30) to repeal 
an Obamacare mandate 
that redefined a full-time 
work week as 30 hours, 
hampering job creation 
and cutting American 
paychecks by as much 
as 25 percent. The U.S. 
House of Representa¬ 
tives passed the bill on 
Thursday afternoon. 

"As Obamacare has 
rolled out, we've seen the 
terrible impact the law 
has had on working fam¬ 
ilies. The wrong-headed 
30-hour rule is no excep¬ 
tion, as it's destroying 
jobs and opportunities 
for lower-income Ameri¬ 
cans," said Rogers. "The 
rule forces employers to 
offer health insurance 
to employees working 
30 hours or more. The 
unfortunate result is that 
employers have instead 
cut employee hours from 
40 or more down to 29 
or less, meaning many of 
these workers are losing 
what they need the most: 
experience, opportunity 
and a steady paycheck. 
The bill we passed will 
benefit employees by 
allowing work schedule 
flexibility and the po¬ 
tential for up to 10 more 
hours a week, and also 
help employers focus on 
growing their business

A recent study per¬ 
formed by the Labor 
Center at the University 
of California, Berkeley 
and the Hoover Institu¬ 
tion showed 2.6 million 
workers or 3.1 % of the 
United States workforce 
are at the greatest risk for 
a reduction of hours due 
to Obamacare's 30-hour 
rule. 

Rogers urges the Sen¬ 
ate to act swiftly on this 
legislation and encour¬ 
ages President Obama to 
help fix this job-killing 
portion of his healthcare 
law. 

Rogers also warned that 
Obamacare's individual 
mandate also kicks in 
this year, and he remains 
committed to fully re¬ 
pealing the law. Indi¬ 
viduals without health 
insurance will be penal¬ 
ized by a $325 tax or 2 % 
of taxable income. The 
House attempted to delay 
the individual mandate 
last year, but the measure 
died in the Senate. 

The Galen Institute 
reported "more than 
46 significant changes 
already have been made 
to the Patient Protection 
and Affordable Care Act: 
at least 28 that President 
Obama has made unilat¬ 
erally, 16 that Congress 
has passed and the Presi¬ 
dent has signed, and 2 by 
the Supreme Court."

In accordance with the provisions of 405 KAR 16:120, Sturgeon Mining 
Company, Inc., PO Box 368, Beattyville, Kentucky 41311, phone (606) 464-8954, 
proposes the following blasting schedule. The blasting site consists of approximately 
266.85 acres located in Breathitt, Owsley and Perry Counties approximately 3 miles 
northwest of Buckhorn and 2.4 miles southwest of the intersection of KY 28 and 
Freeman Fork Road. Detonations of explosives are proposed to occur from sunrise 
to sunset Sunday thru Saturday. The blasting schedule is for the period from Febru¬ 
ary 2015 to February 2016. Entry to the blasting area will be regulated by people, 
signs and barriers. An authorized company representative will prohibit access to the 
blasting area by unauthorized persons at least 10 minutes prior to each detonation.

the vote to ban smoking in 
the courthouse. He stated 
that if they do an ordinance, 
you have to advertise in 
the paper. Magistrate Zeke 
Little, Jr. stated that he felt 
that they shouldn’t smoke 
in the hallways period, but 
they should be able to in their 
offices if they choose. After 
a discussion, they decided 
that they would consider a 
ordinance of no smoking or 
tobacco of any kind in the 
hallways, bathrooms of the 
courthouse but let the offices 
decide to their discretion.

Lucy Burrows, Solid 
Waste Coordinators said that 
there was some problems 
with outstanding bills that 
had not been paid and they 
were having trouble collect¬ 
ing. She said there was an 
administrative board in place 
and she thought they could 
take them to this board. We 
need the help of the County 
Attorney. Attorney McIntosh 
asked if the last time did she 
write a letter and then he 
write a letter, she stated yes. 
Mrs. Burrows had a thought 
that they could put an ad in 
the paper or put something 
on their bills as the go out. 
Judge Turner ask if there 
was a law that if they were 
3 months delinquent and 
refused to pay can we not 
attach a lean on their property 
tax so they cannot pay their 
taxes: vehicle, home, etc?

Judge Turner 

brought up a discussion on 
having 3 pop machine in 
court house. He stated he felt 


they would sell just as much 
with just 1. He also stated 
that he felt they were loosing 
money by having the three 
in the courthouse because of 
their use of electricity. Mag¬ 
istrate Little asked how much 
they were making off the ma¬ 
chines.

ROGERS VOTES TO HALT OBAMA’S 
EXECUTIVE AMNESTY ORDER 


WASHINGTON, 
D.C. -U.S. Rep. Harold 
"Hal” Rogers (KY-05) 
applauded passage of the 
2015 federal funding bill 
in the U.S. House of Rep¬ 
resentatives for the U.S. 
Department of Homeland 
Security (H.R. 240), along 
with five immigration- 
related amendments to 
bring President Obama's 
executive amnesty order 
to a halt. As Chairman of 
the U.S. House Appropri¬ 
ations Committee, Rogers 
spoke on the floor of the 
House about the impor¬ 
tance of this legislation to 
national security. 

"The security 
of our homeland is one 
of our highest priorities. 
This bill provides $39.7 
billion for that purpose 
- to protect our borders, 
defend against the threats 
of terrorism, and enforce 
our nation’s laws," said 
Rogers. "Today, we will 
also consider amend¬ 
ments to the bill that will 
address the President’s 


recent executive action 
on immigration. One of 
these amendments would 
prohibit any funding, 
including that collected by 
fees, from being used to 
implement the order. The 
American people have 
spoken loud and clear 
they want our immigra¬ 
tion laws enforced, rather 
than unilaterally changed 
in a way that undermines 
the spirit of our constitu¬ 
tion and the integrity of 
our laws." 

The amended 
bill takes the following 
actions to curtail President 
Obama's unconstitutional 
executive amnesty plan 
for four million illegal im¬ 
migrants: 

-Prevents any 
federal funds from be¬ 
ing used to carry out 
the President's amnesty 
order, defunds the internal 
memorandums that have 
gutted immigration en¬ 
forcement in our country, 
and removes the ability of 
illegal immigrants to re¬ 


ceive any federal benefits; 

- Prohibits any 
funds from being used to 
consider new applications 
for deferred action; 

- Ensures that sex 
offenders and domestic 
violence perpetrators are 
prioritized for deportation; 

- Expresses the 
sense of the Congress that 
the Administration should 
stop putting the interests 
of unlawful immigrants 
ahead of legal immi¬ 
grants; and 

- Expresses the 
sense of the Congress that 
U.S. workers should not 
be harmed by the Presi¬ 
dent's illegal actions, a 
reference to the perverse 
$3,000 incentive created 
by the President's order to 
hire illegal immigrants. 

The legislation 
passed the House on 
Wednesday, January 14 
with a vote of 236 to 191 
and now heads to the Sen¬ 
ate for consideration.

FIRST READING OF 2015-2016 DRAFT BUDGET 


At the Owsley County 
Board Meeting, members 
present were: Chairper¬ 
son: Joyce Campbell;

Couch, Board Members: 
Sylvia Havicus, Gary 
Deaton and Scotty Combs 
and Superintendent Tim 
Bobrowski. Absent was 
Gary Deaton Owsley 
County Judge Executive 
Cale Turner was present 
to swear in new Board 
Member Sylvia Havicus 
and Gary Cap Deaton. 

White and As¬ 
sociates Independent 
Auditors went over the 
Supplement Audit Find¬ 
ings and State Audit 
Report. There were no 
discrepancies or deficien¬ 
cies found in the audit. 

District Finance 
Officer Jerry McIntosh 
stated that by state law 
the board needed to ap¬ 
prove the draft budget 
to get them started on 
the tentative budget. He 
stated to the board that 
this budget was not some¬ 
thing that they did not 
have to present to KDE 
(Kentucky Department 
of Education) but it was 
something that they had 
to roll over as we wait 
for our SEEK forecast to 
come in to see how much 
we nickle match and 
how much SEEK money 
will be getting so we 
can start working on the 
tentative budget. He also 
stated that they would be 
working on the budget 
along with their alloca¬ 
tions in March, April and 
May and the budget is 
due May 30th. Board 
Member Havicus ask if 
this is just a budget from 
last year. Finance Officer 
McIntosh stated that it 
was just a roll over so we 
could get started from 
there. A motion was 
made by Fannie Couch. 
Board Member Havi¬ 
cus asked if she should 
sustain from voting since 
she hadn't had time to 


review the budget or you 
can request more time. 
Superintendent Bobrows¬ 
ki stated that was up to 
her or she could take the 
time to review it. As 
Board Member Havicus 
reviewed the budget Su¬ 
perintendent Bobrowski 
reviewed a new program 
regarding SEEK money. 
Finance Officer McIntosh 
explained to Board Mem¬ 
ber Havicus that the start¬ 
ing balance to the draft 
budget was $555,016,411 
but that did not include 
the escrow account for 
sick leave which would 
make it around $600,000. 
He also stated that they 
left 10-11% in escrow for 
their contingency fund 
which was $232,000. 
McIntosh also stated 
that they figured a little 
less that what they were 
going to get to make sure 
they had enough. Pro¬ 
grams like Title I funds 
6 teacher salaries and 
Gear-up employs 1 l A 
teacher salaries that helps 
save money that would be 
spent out of the general 
fund. We don't have very 
much property tax money 
coming and our SEEK 
dollars are low because of 
our ADA (Average Daily 
Attendance). McIntosh 
stated, “There's just a lot 
of elements involved.” 

A motion was already 
on the floor to approve 
this working budget by 
Fannie Couch, seconded 
by Scotty Combs, motion 
carried. 

The board ap¬ 
proved by a motion made 
by Scotty Combs, sec¬ 
onded by Fannie Couch 
to approve the positions 
of a project manager and 
a effective coach for math 
and an effective coach for 
reading for the Transfor¬ 
mational Grant Project 
which is projected to be 
a 3 year grant. This was 
approved to be added on 
as extra service pay for 
the 3 positions. 


The board was 
ask to approve an adult 
meal increase from $3.00 
to $3.50 due to price in¬ 
creases in food and a rec¬ 
ommendation from KDE. 
Charlotte Thompson from 
School Food Services 
stated that at this time it 
was costing them $3.27 
to produce each adult 
meal so they had been 
loosing money. She also 
stated they had not raised 
adult meals in 8 years. 
Board member Combs 
ask that if they approved 
the raise could it be sent 
out in an email to all the 
reason they were doing 
this and that it was not 
to price gouge and it was 
absolutely necessary.

Visitation Restrictions at 
Manchester Memorial Hospital 


Manchester Me¬ 
morial Hospital (MMH) 
is now restricting patient 
visitation due to the num¬ 
ber of influenza cases in 
the area. The Center for 
Disease Control (CDC) 
reports that the state of 
Kentucky is experiencing 
a widespread outbreak of 
influenza. 

Influenza (the flu) 
is a contagious respiratory 
illness caused by influ¬ 
enza viruses. It causes 
mild to severe illness, 
and at times can lead to 
death. Some people, such 
as older people, young 
children, and people with 
certain health conditions, 
are at high risk for serious 
flu complications. 

For protection of patients 
and to prevent the spread 


of the flu virus, the Hospi¬ 
tal is asking that individu¬ 
als under the age of 18, or 
who have a cough or cold, 
not visit patients in the 
hospital. 

“We want to en¬ 
sure that our patients and 
our community are as pro¬ 
tected as possible when it 
comes to exposure to the 
flu,” said Sara Delph, RN, 
Infection Control. “This 
is simply one step we are 
taking to help limit the 
number of influenza cases 
in our area.” 

Individuals can 
also take measures to 
prevent the spread of 
the flu. The seasonal flu 
vaccine protects against 
the three influenza viruses 
that research suggests 
will be most common. It 


is not too late to get a flu 
vaccine, so contact your 
provider for more infor¬ 
mation. Also, the flu virus 
can survive 2-8 hours on 
surfaces, so washing your 
hands often is important. 

The CDC also 
recommends if you get 
sick with flu-like symp¬ 
toms (fever, cough, sore 
throat, runny or stuffy 
nose, body aches, head¬ 
ache, chills and fatigue, 
and sometimes vomiting 
and diarrhea), you should 
stay home and avoid 
contact with other people 
except to get medical 
care. Most people with the 
flu have mild illness and 
do not need medical care 
or antiviral drugs.
